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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The examiner has considered the Information Disclosure Statement filed 2/1 7/04. 
Documents AA and AD are directed to subject matter removed from that of the 
invention. Applicant is requested to double check the numbers of these documents or 
pint to the pertinent portions of those documents if any. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-2, 7-16, 23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Otsuka P.N. 5,331,281. 

Otsuka discloses a gradient coil assembly for a MRI apparatus. Applicant's attention is 
directed to Fig. 1 , 3 and 6 and their corresponding description. The assembly consists 
of two independent units having mounted thereon gradient sub-coils. The units are 
attached to a carrier by elements identified with reference numeral 6. Note that a RF coil 
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or Magnetic Resonance antenna is disposed in the space between the cores or units. 
This is most simply described in claim 1 1 of Otsuka. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3-6, 17-22 and 24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Otsuka as applied above in view of Takenouchi and Hayes et al. 

The differences between the claims at issue and Otsuka would have been obvious to 
the artisan of ordinary skill in the art in view of the teachings of Takenouchi and Hayes 
et al.. For example it is common practice in MRI imagers to provide for magnetic field 
shimming. Such shimming system is shown pictorially as element 20 in Hayes et al. 
cover drawing. Also common practice in the art is the encapsulation and materials used 
for the construction of a gradient coil assembly as taught by Takenouchi. See also 
element 20 and description of the cover drawing. To use this known assembly 
techniques for the Otsuka gradient system, would have been obvious to the artisan of 
ordinary skill in the art. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Saho et al., Muller and Hass et al. disclose gradient coil 
assemblies. Note the abstract of each disclosure.
